Hoover campaign is the intense loyal- 
ty and friendship of the group that 
started out in 1920 to get the nomina- 
tion for him. The men who served 
with Herbert Hoover in Belgian re- 
lief work and in the American relief 
corps in Russia have stood steadfastly 
by him too. They contributed 
their 


time "and money too.. It was in large 
part a disinterested service—the same 
type of voluntary 
effort that came 


from the old Princeton friends of 
Wbodrow Wilson in the pre-conven- 
iton fight of 1912. 


Last "but not least the California 


group, the friends from his college 
days at Stanford and the newspaper 
publishers of his home state as well as 
the business men and bankers, such as 
for Instance William H. Crocker of 
San Francisco. They never wavered 
on the conviction that Herbert Hoover 
was presidential calibre and the per- 
sistence of them all working together 
has won a presidential 
nomination. 


Many others are not mentioned here 
—they are too numerous. But in the 
coming campaign they will be heard 
from as they have proved their knowl- 
edge of practical politics and organi- 
zation. 


until June 14, 1777, one hundred and 
fifty-one years 
apo today, 
twelve 


months after the Declaration of In- 
dependence, was the Stars and Stripes 
formally adopted by the American 
congress as the official nag of the new- 
republic. 


Late in May. 1777. the American 


congress in session at Philadelphia ap- 
pointed a committee composed of Gen- 
eral Washington, Captain Morris, and 
Colonel Ross to work out a unified 
flag for the new states. They called 
on Betsy Ross, widow of John Ross, 
and there in the back room of her 
little upholstery shop on Arch street, 
Philadelphia, 
the 
flag 
was 
born. 


Washington's suggestion for the stars 
was the English six-point, but Betsy 
Ross won Washington over to the five 
point French style star. 


The flag was first used in military 


service at Fort Schuyler. Utica, New 
York. August 6, 1777. "The thirteen 
rebellious stripes," said the 
Tory 


wives lifting their bare white shoul- 
ders. "The thirteen rebellious stripes." 
said the Tory 
men, shaking 
their 


heads sadly and paternally as lathers 
who have a lesson to t^ach. 


February 14, 1778, by the demand 


of Captain John Paul Jones the stars 
and stripes were officially recognized 
by the flag of France. John 
Paul 


Jones started for France on Nov. 2 
with news of Burgoyne's surrender 
and a request for the aid of French 
frigate to worry the English 
coast. 


He arrived in France on Feb. 13 and 
demanded full aijd formal salute from 
the government ships. He got what 
he asked for. 


In 1795 two stripes and two stars 


were- added for Vermont and Ken- 
tucky. April 4. 1818, 
it was decided 


that when a new state was admitted 
to the union additional stars and not 
additional stripes would be adde.J to 
the flag. In the 
war of 1812 fifteen 


stars were on the flag, in the Mexican 
war a flag with 29 stars waved above 
dead guerillas, 
in the Civil war 35 


stars waved in the faces of the con- 
federates who insisted the union was 
split, and in the Spanish 
American 


•war 45 five-points starred 
the flag 


which waved at Manila. 


The stars are added on the July 4 


following the admission of a state to 
the union. 


Lewis Scott Key, 1780-1843. wrote 


the natoinal anthem, "The Star Span- 
gled Banner" under 
interesting cir- 


cumstances. In the War of 1812. 9,000 
troops, the flower of Duke WellJng- 
ton's army, fresh and cocky from their 
triumph at Waterloo, sailed along the 
shores of the lower waters of the 
Chesapeake "in retaliation 
wanton 
destruction the American 


army had wreaked in Canada." 


Five thousand men marched 
upon 


Washington, captured the city 
and 


burned the capitol and other public 
buildings. Then the victors returned

My husband and I cet many a cood laugh 


out of your column which keeps us happy nad 
well. Our son aged 5 ycar«. weight 42 pounds, 
height 44 Inches, and daughter aged 3% years, 
weight 36 pounds, height 41 Inches, seem to be 
happy and healthy enough, but lately they re- 
fuse fresh cooked greens and eggs. 


They will eat celery, carrots, turnips, string 


beans and eggs raw with great relish, but abso- 
lutely refuse them when cooked. 


Is It safe to clve them these raw vegetables 
grated, and raw cjre in milk? 
It is not only safe but advisable to give children 


regular dally rations of raw vegetables or fresh raw 
fruit when fruit is in season. Cooking vegetables 
or fruits, tends to destroy the vitamins, and young 
children need the vitamins to crow on.

sweets In the diet give the child poor teeth or some- 
thing. Of course you can't come back with any very 
weighty arguments about that, because, unfortun- 
ately—no fault of the tooth brushing'ntc but just 
unfortunately, so many children have poor teeth at 
the time in life when they do like candy so much.

Better than 
grating or grinding or chopping the vegetable or 
fruit Is ^running it through a coarse seive or col- 
lender to remove the touch fibrous matter and leave 
only the tender pulp. By the time the baby is a 
year old. grind, jrrate or chop the food, or as soon 
as he has a half dozen or more teeth and shows an 
inclination tox:hew his own. let him have the carrot, 
turnip, potato or green stuff entire.

broadcasting. Yet scientists are work- 
ins long hours In an effort to perfect 
the radio moving picture, aided to a 
certain extent by amateur 
experi- 


menters. 


One of the latest forward steps was 


the announcement 
of actual televi- 


sion broadcasts by WGY. Schenecta- 
dy. on a wavelength of 379.5 meters. 
These broadcasts are to be made each 
Tuesday. Thursday 
and 
Friday at 


12:30 Eastern time. 


Whether visual 
transmission 
will 


become as popular almost overnight 
as did sound broadcasting 
depends 


largely upon the product delivered to 
the "seer." In the early days of radio 
the music that came from the receiv- 
er did not compare at all favorably 
with the output of modern apparatus. 


A similar situation now prevails in 


television. 
The 
movies transmitted 


are crude, scientists admit. 


Like other forms of radio, the ama- 


teur is taking- an active interest in 
television. At every opportunity he is 
contributing his small part toward 
the ultimate result. 
Parts may be 


available within a short time for the 
home experimenter, and if he takes 
to moving picture transmission as he 
did to sound broadcast the day that 
television is as much of an actuality 
as music from the air may be much 
closer 
than 
present 
developments 


seem to indicate. 


The radio movie now is not much 


more than a silhouet. 
But subjects 


are recognizable, even where the pic- 
tures have been sent across the At- 
lantic. Improvements are expected by 
which it is hoped that the results will 
be more lifelike even than an ordin- 
ary photograph. 


While the picture transmitting ap- 


paratus is somewhat complicated, the 
receiver is comparatively simple. 
It 


generaly is attached to an ordinary 
sound set. It contains receiving tubes 
and a light sensitive 
tube 
which 


changes the electrical impulses into 
light rather than sound. 


Scientists are spending long hours 


in laboratories In attempting to over- 
come obstacles. 
Prominent 
among 


them are th/ee men who see great 
possibilities for the radio movie. 


It Is Dr. E. F. W. Alexander-son's 


apparatus which is being used in the 
WGY experiments. These broadcasts 
may be picked up on any television 
receiver, but are being made primar- 
ily to aid engineers in advancing the 
art. Dr. Alexanderson, whose contri- 
butions to radio date 
back several 


years, has developed a televisor that 
produces fairly legibile pictures.

The 


only reason they don't speak out In 


. public about it is that, although Nor- 


rls is fortunate enough to be free 
from any requirements of political ex- 


1 pediency, they aren't. 


During the recent meeting of the 


• Republican national committee to de- 
cide the various contests raised by 
rival southern Republicans over the 
delegate seats, one writer referred to 
the process as "the very nastiest phase 
of American politics." 


These contests represent only fights 


between a few white men some of 
them survivors of the old carpet-bag 
ger type and a large group of negroes 
over the federal patronage below the 
Mason-Dixon line. Often a. delegation 
of whites opposes a delegation of ne- 
groes and more often than not the ne- 


. 
groes are seated. 


Because there is no Republican par- 


ty In most of the southern states and 
hence no machine that has to be rec- 


-'ognized except for expediency's sake, 


the contests are not decided on their 


. • merits: • In most cases there aren't 


any merit* to be considered, but there 
''have been some very bald instances In 
"which the delegates, white or black, 
••who favored the candidate approved 
by a majority of the national commit- 
'tee were Invariably seated. 


The national committee, neverthe- 


less,- has a check on the purchase and 
sale of these delegates. Even though 
a candidate may spend great scads of 
-money for their votes, they can be 
denied their seats in favor of anyone 
who raises a contest. 


It isn't fair to say that all southern 


delegates to Republican conventions 
.are bought with money. The most 
•Hoover's people paid any negro Re- 


.-.publican this year was $2000, insofar 
' as the Senate Investigating Commit- 


tee could learn, 
jit seems to have 


'been a lean year.

But unquestionably 
they .are all 


bought with federal 
patronage and 


.many of the leaders among them, at 
• least, proceed to sell this federal pat- 
ronage for hard cash.

ships In the south thus become a pur-

Colonel 
Cecil A. £,yon. then chairman of the 
texas Republican state committee, 
claimed in 1912 that "alt but five of 
.he 5000 federal officeholders in Texas" 
owed their appointments to him.

For Girls 


A 


HEALTHFUL two weeks Is in 
store for girl campers who will 
go to Onaway island the end of 


this month, according to Agnes C. 


. Vanneman. recreation director of the 


Appleton Womans Club. A registered 
nurse who accompanies the campers, 
will go over each girl periodically and 
If anything Is wrong with the girl 
ahe will be kept from games and ex- 
ercise until cured. Cuts and bruises 
are immediately attended to. 


There Is usually no trouble in get- 


ting the girls to eat said the recrea- 
tion director. Girls whose mothers 
complain that they have no appetites 
at ' home seldom leave even "cere- 
monyj' bits on their plates at camp. 
The meals are planned for proper 
balance, and a preponderance of milk 
and gceen vegetables Is served. 


Programs are planned so as not to 


be too strenuous for any girl. Classes 
are held for an hour each morning 
and after noon when nature work, 
weaving, basketery, wool carving, and 
sewing are taught. The nature class- 
es take boats to islands where growths 
of flowers and leaves are more luxuri- 
ous and varied than at Onaway, and 
study botany in an Informal way. 
Girl scouts will work for their merit 
badges at this time, and will endeavor 
to pass rank tests In outdoor work, 
signalling, and first aid. Clashes can 
be forced on demand. 


Each girl will have the chance to 


go on an overnight hike with her 
group and cook supper out of doors. 
The hikes are managed on the patrol

tiated with all of our foreign debtors 
with the exception of Armenia & 
Russia. That witbJPrance -emalns as 
yet unratified. Those with Greece and 
Austria are before the congress for 
necessary authority. If the French 
debt settlement be Included, the to- 
tal amount founded is eleven billion 
five hundred twenty two million three 
hundred four thousand dollars. 
We 


have steafastly opposed and will con- 
tinue to oppose concellation of foreign 
debts. 


"We have no desire to be oppressive 


or grasping, but we hold that obliga- 
tions justly incurred should be honor- 
ably discharged. 
We know of 
no 


authority which would permit public 
officials, acting as trustees to shift the 
burden of the war from the shoulders 
of foreign taxpayers to those of our 
own people. We believe that the set- 
tlements agreed to are fair to both 
the debtor nation and to the American 
taxpayer. 


The people can rely on the Republi- 


can party to adhere to a foreng debt 
policy now definitely established and 
clearly understood both at home and 
abroad. 


FOREIGN POLICIES 


We approve the foreign policies of 


the administration of President Coo- 
lldge. We believe they express the 
will of the American people in. work- 
Ing actively to tfUild up cordial inter- 
national understanding that will make 
world peace a permanent reality. We 
endorse the proposal of the secretary 
of state- for a •multilateral treaty pro- 
posed to the principal powers of the 
world and open to the signatures of 
ill nations, to renounce war as an 
instrument of national policy and de- 
claring in favor of pacific settlement 
of international disputes. The first 
step in outlawing war. 


In the same endeavor to sub- 


stitute for war the peaceful settle- 
ment of international disputes the ad- 
ministration has 
concluded arbitra- 


tion treaties in a form more definite 
and more Inclusive than ever before 
and plans to negotiate similar treaties 
with all countries willing In this man- 
ner to define their policy peacefully 
to settle justiciable disputes. 


The- commercial treaties which we 


have negotiated and those still In the 
process of negotiation arc based on 
strict justice among nations, equal op- 
portunity for trade and commerce on 
the most-favorcd-naUon principle and 
arc simplified so as to eliminate the 
darger of misunderstandings. The ob- 
ject and the aim of the United States 
is to further the cause of peace, of 
strict justice between nations with due 
rejrard for the rights of others In all 
international dealings. 


The record of the administration to- 


ward Mexico has been consistently 
friendly and with equal consistency 
have we upheld American rights.

United States has an especial 


interest In the advancement and pro- 
gress of all the Latin American coun- 
tries. ' The policy of the Republican 
party will always be a policy of 
thorough friendship and cooperation. 
In the case of Nicaragua, we are en- 
gaged in cooperation with the govern- 
ment of that country upon the task of 
assisting to restore and maintain peace 
order and stability and in no way to 
infringe upon her soverign rights. The 
marines, now in Nicaragua, are there 
to protect American lives and prop- 
erty and to aid in carrying out an 
agreement whereby we have under- 
taken to do what we can to restore 
and maintain order and to insure a 
fair and free election. Our policy ab- 
solutely repudiates any idea of con- 
quest or exploitation and is actuated, 
solely by an earnest and sincere de- 
sire to assist a friendly and neighbor- 
ing state which has appealed for aid 
in a great emergency. It is the same 
policy the United States has pursued 
in other cases in Central America. 


The Republican party maintains the 


traditional American policy 
of non- 


interference in the political affairs of 
other nations. This government has 
definitely refused membership in the 
League of Nations and to assume any 
obligations under the covenant of the 
league. 


On this we stand. 
In accordance, 
however, with the 


long established American practice of 
giving aid and assistance to other peo- 
ples, we have most fully assisted by 
cooperation in the humanitarian and 
technical work 
undertaken by the 


league, without involving ourselves in 
European politics by accepting mem- 
bership.

ing of shipping board vessels, thus re- 
lieving a great emergency. 


Last, but not least, the federal tar- 


iff commission has at all times shown 
a willingness under the provisions of 
the flexible tariff act to aid' the- farm- 
ers when foreign 
competition, made 


possible by low wage scales abroad, 
threatened to deprive our farmers ot 
their domestic markets. Under this 
act the president has increased duties 
on wheat, flour, mill feed and dairy 
products, numerous other farm prod- 
ucts are now being investigated by 
the tariff commission. 


We promise every assistance in the 


reorganization of the marketing sys- 
tem on sounder and more economical 
lines and, where 
diversification 
is 


needed, government financial assis- 
tance during the period of transition. 


The Republican party pledges 


to the enactment of legislation creat- 
ing a federal farm board clothed with 
the necessary powers to promote the 
establishment of farm marketing sys- 
tem of farmer owned and controlled 
stabilization corporations or associa- 
tions to prevent and control surpluses 
through orderly distribution. 


We favor adequate tariff protection 


to such of our agricultural products 
as are effected by foreign competition

Pankhurst died Thursday morning in 
of 69. Death came after a compara- 
lively short illness. 


Mrs. Pankhurst was the first mill- 


tant suffragist In efforts to obtain* the 
vote for women, millions of whom 
are now enjoying: the privilege of cast- 
ing their ballots at the parliamentary 
election as a result of the work of her 
and her supporters. This early work 
was often done at great personal risk. 


After founding- the Womens Social 


and Political Union with her daugh- 
ter Christabel. Mrs. Pankhurst started 
tne votes for women 
agitation by 


heading a deputation to the house of 
commons to demand the vote. Many 
members of this body were jailed.

posed "to go slowly in.the allotment of 
the short waves as advised by gov- 
ernment engineers. :• 


Sharply challenging .the claim of the 


communication companies to priority, 
members, of the American Radio Com- 
mittee declare the press ranks second 
only to government agencies in the Im- 
portance of its .radio Service to the 
public,. They cite the radio law which 
stipulates, public interest and neces- 
sity as the paramount factor in grant- 
ing licenses/ 


Joseph Pierson, of Chicago, chair- 


man of' the committee which seeks 
three short wave bands, said: '-'The 
principal independent servant .of. .the, 
government in tfie government's man- 
agement of its extensive domain, the 
press is entitled to a' position just next 
to the government in the allotment of 
communications. 


"Ttie press serves the public of the 


whole nation daily at a rate normally 
of 2-cents-pere,,100,000 words. The 


private' companies long ago 
reached 


their practical limitations in handling 
-press for the masses of the public and 
became the expense to the public of 
using the wires is prohibitive, being 
about $5,000 per 100,000 words or 250,- 
000 times the cost of the press." 


Col. Manton Davis, who presented 


to the commission the statement of 
the Radio Corporation of America re- 
garding short wave allocation, said: 
"The commission would well serve the

ous coal production problems offered, 
not by some so-called reactionary coal 
company executive or banker, but by 
President John L. I/twis of the United 
Mine Workers of America. 


Lewis says he long ago recognized 


the possibility of capital and labor 
having identical aims and the chaottic 
conditions of these last thirty months 
have not caused him to change 
bis 


mind. 


"Our 
whole trouble lies in the over- 


development of the industry along old- 
fashioned lines that have long since 
been abandoned in other fields." Lewis 
declares. "The solut'on is reorganiza- 
tion in the modern manner, with re- 
du< tion of overhead by large unit mer- 
gers and more concentrated control. 


"Xo progress can be made by mere 


wage cutting. Miners must have as- 
sured empolyment at a fair wage and 
this will follow naturally with mod- 
ernization. It has been proven in other 
fields." 


CITES RAIL. MERGERS 


The railroads, with ther present ten- 


dency for greater mergers, were cited 
at an example of what should be ac- 


'' 
comphshed in the coal fields. The 
owners, workers and public, have all 
benefited, Lewis points out. 


Lewis feels that this type of organ- 


ization, with regulation 
by 
federal 


commission, is in the offing. 
Legisla- 


tion making it possible may be passed 
by the next'Congress, he asserts. 


"Investigation of the bituminous in- 


dustry by the Senate committee which 
closed May 17, has been most reveal- 
ing of the ills of the industry and will 
serve a great educational purpose," he 
he explains. "Besides having a good 
effect on the public, it will promote 
better understanding of the need for 
re organization on the commercial and 
operating side of the coal industry. 


"The facts developed by the commit- 


tee sustain every charge and allega- 
tion made by the United Mine Work- 
ers in demanding that the investigation 
be held. It was proved that the In- 
dustry is at the mercy of the buying- 
power of railroads and large indus- 
tries of the contry- 


FIERCB COMPETITION COSTLY 
"Facts and figures prove that the 


railroads as a whole consume one- 
third of the entire coal 
production. 


Yet, they were buying that whole vast 
tonnage below actual production costs. 
This is possible because of fierce com- 
petition of operators and overdevelop- 
ment of the industry. It has been a 
matter of pitting operator against op- 
erator and field against field. 


"Under such a a scheme the domes- 


tic consumer not only.gets no price 
reduction, but is compelled to pay larg- 
er prices to make- up the loss to the 
operators selling to railroads and large 
industries. 
i 


"The entire investigation has creat- 


ed in Congress sentiment for enact-1 
ment of some legislation that will en- 
able the industry to pull itself out of 
the rut so that labor may have better 
wages and opportunity for employ- 
ment and the investor a fair return.' 


"Consolidation of the industry 
in 


fewer units will serve a constructive 
purpose and eliminate a great deal of 
the overhead cost, with operation of 
fewer mines, centralization 
of man- 


agement, utilization 
of 
improved 


equipment and modern labor saving 
devices on a larger scale than is now 
possible. This will decrease the haz- 
ards and lessen the toll from death 
and injury by enabling the operator 
to eliminate unsafe conditions, which 
he cannot now do because of his im- 
poverished condition. 


"Senator Watson of1 Indiana 
and 


Congressman Rathbone of 
Illinois, 


have introduced bills in the Senate 
and House, respectively, that embody 
suggestions of the mine workers 
for 


remedial legislation. 
These bills do 


not so much seek to regulate the in- 
dustry as to create for both operators 
and miners the opportunity to reform 
the industry and put it on a modern 
business basis."

'JPrivate homes are learning to cook 


vegtables as little as possible, thereby 
conserving more of the food values," 
she said. 


"But restaurants, institutions and 


hotels that cook in large quantities 
steam, boil or bake vegetables 
until 


you have to look at them to see what 
species they are —for their taste has 
disappeared along with the vitamins. 


"Vitamins are destroyed 
by over- 


cooking. Vitamin B, for instance, can 
iiave 65 per cent of its value cooked 
out of foods. The lack of this vitamin 
causes loss of appetite, failure 
ol 


young animals to grow, loss of weight, 
lack of vigor, and intestinal dlfficul 
ties. 


"The loss of Vitamin C, which over 


cooking reduces about 
50 per cent, 


causes irritability, certain 
types of 


decay, fleeting pams~m the limbs and 
Joints. Vitamin A, also destroyed by 
iverheat, protects cne from suscepti- 
bility to infection, so is all important."
